Vatican sources said there had 
been a rapid decline in the 
Pope’s condition most of the 


ay. 

First came word that the Pope 
was suffering from acute de- 
pression. Then the Vatican press 
office announced a serious col- 
lapse. 

Several hours later the Pope's 
hysician, Dr. Riccardo Galeazzi- 
isi, said: 

“There has been a worsening 


Holy Father. For the moment 
it is not alarming. He is con- 
scious and fully lucid.” 

Had Been Unable to Eat. 

Then, later tonight, came the 
word that the Pope had suf- 
fered the heart collapse with 
complications. He had been un- 
able to eat since last Saturday, 
and tonight was suffering 
nausea. 

The Vatican’s substitute sec- 
retary of state, Msgr. Angelo 
Dell’Acqua, said there will be 
no official annountement on the 
Pope’s condition before tomor- 
row morning. 

(Rome time is seven hours 
ahead of St. Louis. At midnight 
tonight in St. Louis it will be 7 
a.m. Friday in Rome.) 

Meanwhile, Cardinal Clemente 
Micara, the Pope’s vicar general 
for the city of Rome, called for 
all people to pray for the Pon- 
tiff’s recovery. Foreign diplo- 
mats accredited to’ the Vatican 
were hastily arriving to inquire 
on the Pontiff's condition. 

Swiss guards and Vatican 
gendarmes knelt at their posts 
and prayed for the Pontiff when 
they learned of his worsening 
condition. 

Digestive trouble had ‘ beset 
Pope Pius last winter, but this 
summer he showed signs of re- 
covery. ” 

Passed Minor Crisis. 

Last Friday the Pope passed 
a “minor crisis” and on Satur- 
day, although weak and tired, 
he made the 16-mile journey 
back to the Vatican, ending his 
four-month summer stay at his 
villa at Castel Gandolfo, 

He made a three-minute ap- 
pearance Sunday before Italian 
streetcar workers gathered in 
St. Peter’s square beneath his 
apartment. ee 

Then he began a_ period of 
absolute rest on orders of his 
doctors.. Since Sunday he has 
been spending part of each day 
in bed and the remainder in an 
armchair. He has been hearing 
mass said by German Jesuit Fa- 
ther Robert Leiber instead of 
saying mass himself.

MOSCOW, Dec. 2 (UP)—Eight 
Communist countries of eastern 
Europe agreed today to arm 
East Germany and form a mili- 
tary alliance under a unified 
command if West Germany is 
rearmed., 

Refresentatives of the Soviet 
Union and other Communist na- 
tions of East Europe initialed a 
“declaration of intention” in 
ending a four-day European se- 
curity conference sponsored by 
Russia, 

The declaration warned the 
West that the rearming of West 
Germany and its inclusion in the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion would be followed by re- 
arming of East Germany and its 
inclusion in a Communist mili- 
tary alliance. 

Communist European coun- 
tries were formally committed to

to pool their arms and armies. 
Joint Measures Planned. 


The declaration said “the 
states participating in this con- 
ference declare their decision to 
implement in the event of rati- 
fication of the Paris agreements 
joint measures in the field of 
organizing their armed. forces 
and their commands as well as 
other measures necessary to 
strengthen their capacity for de- 
fense in order to protect the 
peaceful labors of their people, 
to guarantee the integrity of 
their frontiers and territories 
and to insure their defense 
against possible aggression.” 
One sentence made it clear 
the Soviet bloc was foregoing 
specific planning until such time 
as the West — against Soviet 
warnings — ratifies the Paris 
agreements for West German re- 
armament. 

“The states participating in 
the conference have agreed to 
consider the situation again if 
the Paris agreement is ratified,” 


so it read. 


East German Forces. 


(In Bonn, Germany, Western 
intelligence officials said East 
Germany already has a seven- 
division, 100,000-man army re- 
inforced with 1000 Russian- 
made tanks that could cross the 
West German frontier right 
now. In contrast, they 
West Germany has months to go 
before it can begin training its 
first soldiers.) 
Soviet Premier Georgi M. 
Malenkov and other top lIead- 
ers attended the signing of the 
18-page declaration in 
grand palace of the Kremlin.

INTER - AMERICAN 
PARLEY CLOSING 
ON FRIENDLY NOTE 


U.S. Pledges Financial 
Help to Nations but 
Keeps Firm Hold on 
Purse Strings. 


QUITANDINHBA, Brazil, Dec. 
2 (AP)—The first inter-Ameri- 
can economic conference headed 
for adjournment this afternoon 
on a friendly note. The United 
States pledged financial help to 
Latin America but kept a firm 
hold on its purse strings. 

The only formal United States 


commitment was a maximum of 
$1,500,000 for the technical as- 
sistance program of the Organ- 
ization of American States, plus 
unspecified millions in loans 
from the Export-Import Bank, 
World Bank and the new inter- 
national finance corporation 
Washington has said it will es- 
tablish. 

Latin Americans generally ex- 
pressed satisfaction with results 
of the parley. Some felt they 
did not get all they wanted, but 
they admitted the United States 
had been sympathetic and co- 
operatively inclined toward their 
problems. 

Study Groups Set Up. 
A.number of study groups 
created by the conference and 
scheduled to report within the 
next six months could lay the 
groundwork for even closer co- 
operation betwgen the United 
States and the Latin American 
nations. 

The United States delegates 
refused to discuss actual figures 
but did pledge that the recently 
expanded Import-Export bank 
would give a green light to 
worthwhile Latin American re- 
quests for development funds. 
The World Bank representative 
also emphasized that his institu- 
tion had money available if 
sound projects were presented. 
The proposed International 
Finance Corporation, which 
Washington put forward as an- 
other possible source of funds, 
is to have $100,000,000 available 
in the risk capital Latin America 
particularly wants. This corpora- 
tion is to be part of the world 
bank setup, 

Two Serious Clashes. 

Only two serious clashes oc- 
curred during the parley. 

One came when United States 
representatives refused to go 
along with a Chilean scheme for 
an inter-American bank.

BRITAIN URGES REDS TO USE 
CARE IN FORMOSA STRAIT 


Peiping Is Asked to Avoid ‘Precipitate’ 
Action That Might Bring on 
War With U.S. 


LONDON, Dec. 2 (AP)—Brit- 
ain disclosed today it has urged 
Red China to avoid “precipitate” 
action in the Formosan strait 
that might lead to war with the 
United States. 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
said the policy of moderation 
was urged on the Peiping gov- 
ernment in consultations with 


faires in London, Huan Hsiang. 


The spokesman said Britain 
has asked the United States also 
to use its influence in forestall- 
ing any provocative action by 
the Chinese Nationalists of 
Chiang Kai-shek, 

The spokesman, replying to 
questions regarding the new se- 
curity pact between the United 
States and the Formosa govern- 
ment, said the advice was given 
to both the United States and 


Majesty’s Government’s policy 
toward the islands off the Chi- 
nese coast, which has been to 
urge on all concerned the dan- 
gers of fighting, the importance 
of lowering tension and of avoid- 
ing precipitate action.” 

No Change in Attitude. 

Britain maintains diplomatic 
relations with Communist China. 
Asked about Britain’s attitude 
toward the future status of For- 
mosa, the spokesman alled 
Prime Minister Ch ’s state- 
ment of July 14 that: 
“I certainly do not see any- 
thing in the conduct of China 
which has yet happened which 
should lead the American gov- 
ernment to deliver Formosa to 
Communist China.” 

The spokesman said “there 
has been no change in our pol- 
icy since that date.”

Copy Made Available. 

A copy of the statement was 
reported made available to the 
Churchill government several 
days in advance.

If the pact enables the Ad- 
ministration to win Congression- 
al approval for such a reversal 
of Nationalist pelicies, said the 
Times, “it will be an immensely 
worthwhile price to pay.”

Welker Wants Inquiry 
Broadened to Include 
Question of ‘Tele. 
phone Cover.’

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2—A re- 
port of a special two-man com- 
mittee on who ordered a check 
of Senator Joseph R. McCarthy’s 
mail in an investigation of his 
financial affairs in 1952 was 
awaited today by the Senate. 

Meanwhile, Senator Herman 
Welker (Rep.), Idaho, proposed 
that the “mail check” investiga- 
tion be broadehed to include 
whether a “telephone check” 
was placed on McCarthy. A 
“telephone cover” is the record- 
ing of telephone calls made and 
received, but not monitoring or 
“wire-tapping” of the conversa- 
tions. 

No action was taken immedi- 
ately on Welker’s proposal. 

Following the first test vote 
on censure yesterday, in which 
the McCarthy forces lost, 46 to 
21, the Wisconsin Republican 
went to the floor and demanded 
an investigation of “tampering” 
with his mail by the 1951-52 
Elections subcommittee, once 
headed by Senator Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr., St. Louis Demo- 
crat. 

He asserted that. “forgery” 
was involved in the written re- 
quests to post offices in Wash- 
ington and Kensington, Md., on 
behalf of the subcommittee for 
a check on his mail. He charged 
that the action was “illegal” and 
went on to say that the Watkins 
committee, which conducted the 
investigation of censure charges 
against him, had suppressed the 
evidence that he had been 
treated .thus by the Elections 
subcommittee. 

Known as ‘Mail Cover’. 

The device to which McCarthy 
referred is known as a “mail 
cover” and is usually employed 
by Government investigators to 
record the addresses on incom- 
ing and outgoing mail of per- 
sons under investigation, with- 
out the knowledge of those per- 
sons. 

Senator William F. Knowland 
of California, Republican ma- 
jority leader, took the floor to 
express his “indignation” over 
“tampering” with the mail of 
any Senator. He was granted 
unanimous approval for a reso- 
lution for an immediate inves- 
tigation of who issued the re- 
quest for the McCarthy “mail 
cover” and report, if possible, 
today. 

The job was assigned to Sen- 
ator Walter F. George (Dem.), 
Georgia, and Senator Homer 
Ferguson (Rep.), Michigan. 

Knowland stated that the Sen- 
ate should determine whether 
any law was violated, whether 
an employe of the Elections sub- 
committee had exceeded his au- 
thority in ordering the mail 
check and whether the mail of 
any other Senator is under 
scrutiny.

He said that to clear the 
matter up postal officials should 
be asked to produce originals, 
first to determine whether the 
letters ever were sent and sec- 
ondly to determine who signed 
them. 

Paul Cotter, who served as 
subcommittee counsel when the 
mail cover:is purported to have 
been in effect, told reporters 
that a “cover” had been put on 
McCarthy’s mail. He said, how- 
ever, that there was no “forg- 
ery” involved and that the action 
was not illegal. 

Contention Changed. 

McCarthy originally charged 
that Senator Gillette authorized 
the “illegal” postal check. He 
changed that yesterday to say 
that Gillette’s signature was 
forged to the instructions. 

Gillette said the first time he 
heard the term “mail cover” was 
last Oct. 20 when McCarthy, 
“following his somewhat quaint 
custom,” sent Iowa newspaper 
reporters a copy of a telegram 
addressed to Gillette, in which 
McCarthy charged that Gillette 
had authorized the mail check 
even though he knew it was a 
clear-cut violation of the law. In 
his telegram McCarthy told Gil- 
lette that “all of the facts are 
known to you” and expressed 
hope he would not “stall” in 
bringing them out. 

Gillette said he did not re- 
ceive McCarthy’s telegram until 
Nov. 1, just before the senatorial 
election in which he was defeat- 
ed by a narrow margin.

To Open the Streets 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The proposed underground parking 
garage on the riverfront is an excel- 
lent step in lessening the local traffic 
problem. It will help bring St. Louis 
up to a level such as Los Angeles and 
San Francisco, which have municipal 
underground lots in their downtown 
areas. 

Perhaps St. Louis could extend the 
idea, and put underground lots be- 
neath the Aloe Plaza parkway. In 
any case driving congestion will re- 
main unless the Board of Aldermen 
and the Police Department should 
get together and accomplish the fol- 
lowing: 

1. Eliminate all large trucks during 
rush hours from city streets (say 7- 
8:30 a.m. and 46 p.m.). Many East- 
ern cities do this, and any driver 
knows there is nothing that can tie 
up traffice more than a lot of huge 
tractor-trailer trucks jockeying all 
over the main streets during rush 
hours. You can’t drive out Natural 
Bridge in the evening without follow- 
ing auto transport trucks—generally 
using all three lanes. 

2. Make effective and enforce the 
curb lane for trucks at all times. As 
before noted, nothing is more exasp- 
erating than to see the entire street 
taken up by trucks travelling side by 
side. 

3. Eliminate all left turns from 
major streets during rush hours. At 
present one can seldom turn left at 
an electric signal. This results in 
cars turning left the street before 
or after the signal, and of course 
they have to wait till no traffic is 
coming the other way, causing traffic 
to line up behind them. It’s not too 
much trouble for persons wanting to 
turn left to drive one block farther 
and then make three right turns.

In the field of psychiatry, just 
emerging from its turbulent adoles- 
cence, a pioneer in the diagnosis and 
treatment of personality-disorders of 
children was Dr. William L. Nelson 
of St. Louis. He was the personifica- 
tion of “simple kindness.” 

He served quietly and devotedly 
as the first director of St. Louis’s 
Municipal Psychiatric and Child 
Guidance Clinic from 1923 to 1935, 
and then went on in private work 
in his chosen field. Many teachers 
and parents, as well as patients, owe 
this modest man unpayable debts of 
gratitude. 

They sincerely mourn his death on 
Nov. 20 at the age of 75. As might 
have been expected, he remained 
at work until several days before his 
death, through a wasting illness 
which he knew to be fatal. V.M. 


Branded Forever 


The people of the United States can be very 
proud of their Senate today. 

They can rejoice that when the showdown 
came, the judgment went overwhelmingly against 
the demagogue from Wisconsin who besmirched 
the name of his state, who lowered the prestige 
of his legislative chamber, who grievously dam- 
aged the reputation of his Government around 
the world. 

The American people can be glad that all the 
many months of maneuvering and fixing and 
compromising by his apologists and excusers 
added up to exactly nothing. 

Retribution was a long time on the way— 
nearly five years dating from the first wild 
charges in Wheeling, W.Va., in February 1950. 
But when retribution arrived it was by the

Four Senators were paired. One Senator who 
favored censure was temporarily absent when 
the vote came on the recommendation of the 
Watkins committee to condemn the Wisconsin 
Republican’s contemptuous disregard of the 
Hennings-Hayden-Hendrickson subcommittee. 

If these five Senators are counted in, the vote 
to censure is 70 to 22. And that is more than 
3 to 1. 

A simple majority of one vote would have 
written formal condemnation into the history of 
the Senate. A majority of 2 to 1 would have 
been a resounding rebuke. A majority of more 
than 3 to 1 is a verdict that scatters the Dirksens 
and Welkers and Jenners in the winter wind. 

Not even a majority of his own party was on 
the branded Senator’s side in a single one of the 
tests leading up to the first censure vote. And 
on the censure vote on his refusal to answer his 
colleagues’ questions on his unexplained financial 
affairs, the division was 23 Republicans to con- 
demn to 20 to excuse. 

Yet this man has the effrontery to say sarcasti- 
cally that the American people know the censure 
vote is because “I dared to do the dishonorable 
thing of exposing Communists in Government”! 

* * * 

This man after nearly five years still has not 
developed one case of subversion resulting in a 
prison sentence. Yet he tells Republican Sena- 
tors Carlson of Kansas, Aiken of Vermont, Ben- 
nett of Utah, Cotton of New Hampshire, Fergu- 
son and Potter of Michigan, Thyé of Minnesota 
and many others of his own party that they are 
perpetrating a “farce” and a “disgrace”—that 
they are putting over a “foul job”! 

Then with one more play to the dwindling 
ranks of his idolators he says he is gratified 
that the vote is taking place so he can go 
ahead with his work of “getting Communists out 
of defense plants.” 

As if the country had not, last Nov. 2, voted 
to depose him from his committee chairmanships 
in which he misused his authority as an agent 
of the Senate! 

First the oleaginous Dirksen of Illinois tried 
to foist his mealy-mouthed substitute on the 
Senate. That was rejected flatly for the fraud 
it was. 

Then South Dakota’s Mundt, who permitted 
the Army hearings to become a shambles, tried 
his weak-kneed compromise. It was thrown into 
the waste-basket. 

Finally Bridges of New Hampshire, president 
pro tempore and senior Republican in the Sen- 
ete, brought in his dodge that there was “no 
existing rule” that would justify censure. When 
the Bridges scheme was junked by virtually the 
same vote, it was plain that any further efforts at 
salvage were useless. So the stigma was applied.

But if this is a day to applaud the Senate, it 
is also a day to lament that the Senate by inat- 
tention, by inaction, by fear and paralysis, al- 
lowed itself to be put in a hole so deep that its 
mildest recourse was to censure one of its own 
members. 

For this censure vote now in its records is 
only the fourth in 165 years. That is a black stain 
on both the member and the Senate itself. 

May this bitter experience be a lesson that 
will last in the United States of America for 
decades to come! 
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Elbow Room for the Busses 

Public Service Co.’s new “shopper-express” 
busses are likely to provide the fastest “express” 
service that the company offers, bar none. This 
is because the direct, non-stop runs between four 
outlying areas and downtown will operate in 
off-peak hours. With the streets comparatively 
clear of automotive traffic, the busses ought to 
be able to move along as rapidly as the speed- 
limit permits. 

The moral of all this Is that public transit 
needs elbow room on the streets if it is to offer 
the kind of speedy service that will attract rid- 
ers. The city’s master traffic plan, with its pro- 
hibition against curb parking in the so-called 
“rush” hours, gave the busses some breathing 
space but not enough. Maybe it is time to think 
about ways and means of opening up a little 
more.

Manpower.in a Package 


The Eisenhower Administration’s long-awaited | 


plan for revitalizing the military reserves has 
at last been unveiled. As outlined by Secretary 
of Defense Wilson it is part of a military man- 
power package that also includes a four-year ex- 
tension of the draft and a modified form of 
universal military training among other things. 

How much of this ambitious program finally 
will become law could very well depend almost 
as much on the state of affairs in Asia and 
Europe as on the merits of the proposal itself. 
It could, that is, in the absence of strong, ag- 
gressive support from Mr. Eisenhower. 

Certainly it would be wishful thinking to 
assume that a lessening of tensions overseas will 
have no effect on the selective service extension 
request. The draft expires automatically next 
June 30, and if the guns are silent there may 
be a strong disposition on the part of some 
members of Congress to let it die. 

Moreover the controversial universal military 
training plan is almost sure to provoke the 
warmest kind of debate. Even such past sup- 
porters of the U.M.T. concept as Senator Long 
of Louisiana have grave doubts that it can be 
pushed through. 

This would seriously compromise the plan to 
revitalize the reserves, for it would eliminate 
the major source of manpower in the ready 
reserve. Under the program outlined by Secre- 
tary Wilson, youths selected for U.M.T. evidently 
would be inducted for a four to six-month basic 
training stint. Then they: automatically would 
become members of the ready reserve, on call 
for emergency active duty for a year or two 
longer. 

In today’s world creation of a strong, ready 
reserve is an elementary precaution. We do not 
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now have such a reserve. But given aggressive 
leadership from the White House It may be 
possible, even at this late date, to begin work. 
on this essential task. 

As Mr. Eisenhower himself said in August: 
“Wishful thinking and political timidity must no* 
longer bar a program so absolutely essential to: 
our defense.” 
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Status Quo in Formosa 

Secretary Dulles’s announcement of a mutual 
security pact to be signed with Formosa for- 
malizes the military commitment this country 
had already assumed in that area but does not 
visibly extend it. 

Mr. Dulles says we would take retaliatory ac- 
tion against the China mainland if the Commu- 
nists attack Formosa, but such retaliation would 
naturally be involved in any defense of the 
island, ahd we were committed to its defense 
by President Truman in the summer of 1950. 
Most significantly, the mutual assistance pact, 
like Mr. Truman's original order, covers For- 
mosa and the Pescadores, but not the coastal 
islands which have been the center of recent 
friction with the Communists. -. , 

Conceivably these islands could be brought 
under the wing of American military power at 
some future time by the provision in the pact 
for mutually agreed extension of the area cov- 
ered. But as of now the Administration appears 
to have resisted the pressure for a deeper in- 
volvement of our military power within a few 
miles of the China coast. 

If the Formosa pact merely ratifies the status 
quo, what are the reasons for announting just 
at this moment that it is going to be signed? 
Probably there are several. 


Chiang Kai-shek no doubt has been clamoring 
for some gesture that will build up his sagging 
prestige in the face of Communist China’s 
threats against Formosa. Senator Knowland and 
other members of the China lobby in Wash- 
ington have been demanding action against 
Peiping. The British have been talking about 
arranging a Formosa “compromise,” and perhaps 
this pact is intended to reassure both Chiang 
and his Washington lobby against any develop- 
ments in that quarter. The Chinese Commu- 
nists, by their imprisonment of 13 Americans on 
charges of espionage, had already gone pretty 
far toward rendering such a compromise impos- 
sible, at least for the present. 


The Formosa pact omits one important in- 


gredient of the original arrangement with Chiang | 


Kai-shek. In ordering the Seventh fleet to pro- 
tect Formosa, President Truman also ordered 
it to prevent any action by Chiang against the 
mainland. President Eisenhower’s famous “un- 
leashing” of Chiang eliminated the latter part 
of the directive, but events since then have made 
it abundantly clear that Chiang is the last to 
want off the leash unless he can be sure that 
American military might stands immediately 
behind him. ' 


Though the restraints on Chiang are not 
written into the treaty, Mr. Dulles says the Na- 
tionalist leader has agreed to refrain from 
provocative acts. That certainly should remain 


a basic part of the bargain. For if the United 


States has a strategic interest in keeping For- 
mosa out of Chinese Communist control, we 


_have no such interest in permitting it to be 


used for an attack on China at Chiang’s own 
decision. If the status quo is to be formalized, 
let it be formalized all the way. 
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The Poet Laureate Situation 

Poet Laureate of England John Masefield has 
produced, for so epic an occasion as Sir Winston 
Churchill’s eightieth birthday, no more consider- 
able an affair than a quatrain. 

It is a good quatrain. But after all, it is only 
four lines, and as the only thing smaller—a 
couplet—invariably sounds as though it had 
been written by Alexander Pope, the quatrain 
may be considered the working minimum in the 
poet-laureate business. 

Mr. Masefield’s laconic reactions to the occa- 
sions poets laureate are supposed to rise to have 
become, in fact, proverbial. His valedictory for 
King George VI was four lines, and his poem 
for five nurses who nursed him through the flu 
was only six lines, or one and one fifth lines to 
the nurse, though he later produced three seven- 
line stanzas to the memory of King George VI 
and waxed positively loquacious, with 23 lines, on 
the coronation of Queen Elizabeth. 


All this is what comes of designating the 
wrong people poets laureate. Rudyard Kipling 
would have been a natural. Robert Bridges, 
Masefield’s predecessor though a fine poet, blew 
rather a penny whistle where an instrument 
more on the order of a fog-horn was required. 
And while the author of “Sea Fever” has some 
of the spanking qualities a poet laureate should 
have on tap at all times, Masefield was a poor 
second choice to Alfred Noyes. “Drake” runs to 
simply pages of heroic verse, which is what 
Noyes could have been depended upon to turn 
out at the drop of a royal hat. 


Quatrains. With all due deference to the Poet 
Laureate incumbent, a quatrain is but a bare 
floor under the prosody of kings and queens, 
where what is wanted is a good high ceiling. 
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Indictment From Omaha 
The perjury indictment of G. Elmer Brown 
in Omaha is the first concrete result of the 
Government’s new look at the 1951-52 tax scan- 
dals. It should help to provide some of the 
answers which have been missing to the Fin- 
negan case in St. Louis. — 


Mr. Brown was in charge of accounts and col- 
lections in the Chicago office of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau at the time of the Finnegan in- 
vestigation in St. Louis. A veteran bureau em- 
ploye, he had supervision of those phases 
of the work in the local office of James P. 
Finnegan, now in prison for misconduct. 

The public knows that attempts were made 
to whitewash the Finnegan inquiry but does 
not know exactly how or why. Even with Fin- 
negan’s conviction the full story did not come to 
light. Brown’s indictment now is based on his 
testimony to the federal grand jury in Omaha 
on his relations with the Finnegan affair. 


He is accused of perjury on several counts— 
his denial that he tried to hinder the Finnegan 
investigation, his denial that he described the 
inquiry as preposterous and his denial that he 
had talked of “retaliation” against Chief United 
States District Judge George H. Moore who 
forced the case into the open. 

These charges now await the real test of trial. 
So far the indictment can be judged only as a 
token of how deeply the Omaha grand jury and 
the Justice Department intend to search gnte 
the background of the Finnegan case. hat 
pressures and politics and favoritism,-#r worse, 
were eating into the big revenue agency two 
years,ago and more?

Return to Bipartisanship?

Secretary of State Dulles, now willing to name Democrat as 
consultant, was in on ground floor of ‘bipartisanship’ under 
previous Administrations; term means co-operation but real deci- 
sion still lies with Secretary, White House and Security Council.

Secretary of State Dulles has indi- 
cated his willingness to appoint a Dem- 
ocrat as a State Department consultant 
in the interests of bipartisanship in for- 
eign policy. 

John Foster Dulles was in on. the 
ground floor of “bipartisanship” in for- 
eign policy. The particular application 
of the term to United States politics 
dates from an August 1944 conference 
between Dulles and Cordell Hull, then 
Secretary of State. Dulles, acting for 
the Republican 
presidential candi- 
date, Thomas E. 
Dewey, agreed with 
Hull that “the 
American people 
consider the sub- 
ject of future peace 
as a nonpartisan 
subject which must 
be kept entirely out 
of politics.” 

From that time 
until he was named 
President Eisen- 
hower’s Secretary 
of State, Dulles John Foster Dulles 
played an official 
role in Democratic Administrations. He 
was a member of the United States 
delegation to the San Francisco Con- 
ference which established the United 
Nations. He was a United States dele- 
gate to the United Nations General As- 
sembly in 1946, 1947, 1948, 1950; in 
1948 he was acting chairman of the 
United States delegation. 

Dulles was appointed a consultant to 
Secretary of State Dean G. Acheson in 
1950. In 1950-51, with the rank of Am- 
bassador, he negotiated the peace treaty 
with Japan. 

Also appointed a special consultant 
to Acheson in 1950 was John Sherman 
"Cooper, then a former Republican Sen- 
ator from. Kesitucky. Cooper had been 
a delegate fo the U.N. Assembly in 
1949. ~ 


Other prominent Republican mem- 
bers of Congress, notably the late Sen- 
ator Arthur H. Vandenberg (Rep.), 


Michigan, were appointed United States 
delegates or advisers at international 
conferences. 

Former Senator Warren R. Austin 
(Rep.), Vermont, represented the Unit- 
ed States on the U.N. Security Council 
until his retirement in 1952. 

So the appointment of a Democrat 
as a consultant in the State Department 
would follow in the pattern of “bipar- 
tisanship” in foreign policy. But it 
would not necessarily either bring Dem- 
ocrats into the shaping of foreign policy 
or make both parties share responsibil- 
ity for foreign policy. 

Except for the direct role of Dulles 


{mn the Japanese treaty negotiations, 


neither he nor Cooper was a policy- 
maker so much as a foreign policy go- 
between for their party leaders and for 
the public. 


For the Secretary of State must bear 
the responsibility for formulating the 
State Department’s share of national 
policy. His chief policy assistant is the 
Under Secretary of State—now Herbert 
Hoover Jr. : 


Next in line is the Deputy Under Sec- 
retary Robert Murphy, a- career for- 
eign service officer. Then follow as pol- 
icy (as distinct from administrative) ad- 
visers special assistants, assistant sec- 
retaries for political areas, Counselor 
Douglas MacArthur II and Legal Ad- 
viser Herman Phleger. 


Much of the Secretary’s background 
of information and advice comes from 
the Policy Planning Staff. This group, 
originally established to consult on long- 
range policy planning, now prepares 
studies on matters of immediate con- 
cern as well, both for the Secretary and 
for the National Security Council. 


The National Security Council, partic- 
ularly under President Eisenhower, has 
come to’ represent the highest interna- 
tional afid national 
group. The director of the State De- 
partment Policy Planning Staff, Robert 
R. Bowie, is the department’s repre- 
sentative on the National Security Plan- 
ning Board.

5 ara ag Hoo S04 pg x, a 
The one occasion I met King Peter of 
Yugoslavia he was staying at a modest 
uptown hotel in New York ‘City—a 
small, slender, retiring young man who 
looked like anything but a king. He 
was then in fact, a king without a throne 
who had to worry about finding the 
wherewithal to pay the bills. He gave 
the impression that life had treated him 
harshly. In this book (which he ap- 
pears to have written himself, without 
the glossy services of a ghost) much of 
his story is given over to protests 
against the buffetings of fate and to 
regretful remembrance of things past. 
But then, it may be asked, how many 
Balkan monarchs lead happy, contented 
lives? How many reigning monarchs, 
' . indeed, are left in 
all of Europe? If 
Peter wanted to 
lead a quiet, serene 
life, he chose the 
wrong century to be 
born in. His book 
contrasts the happi- 
ness of his boyhood 
(he was called -to 
the throne at the 
age of 11 after the 
assassination of his 
father) with the vi- 
cissitudes of his 

brief reign. . 

First came the i 
vasion by the Ger- 
mans and Jtalians in World War II, fol- 
lowed by a long period of wartime exile 
in London and Paris. Then came the 
notorious disagreement between himself 
and the Allies: he backed General Mi- 
hailovich and they backed Marshal Tito. 
Peter lost that one, and later lost his 
throne when Tito turned Yugoslavia in- 
to a republic. The ex-king does not hide 
his bitterness over the way the Allies, 
and Winston Churchill in particular, 
pressured him on that issue. He still 
distrusts Tito and feels that the latter’s 
break with Moscow in 1948 was “all just 

a carefully staged maneuver.” 


The book is written in a stiff, official 
tone, and the King seldom allows hime 
self to give the human side of the fa- 
mous personalities he has met. He dis- 
misses his own marriage and subsequent 
divorce in a couple of paragraphs, :

That would call for a private 
power combine to build a steam 
plant ig Arkansas to supply 
power in the, Memphis area to 
TVA customers, instead of ex- 
panding TVA’s own facilities as 


done previously. 


This device is ostensibly to 
compensate the TVA system for 
power which would be diverted 
from it at Paducah, Ky., for use 
of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, though it is recognized as 
a clever way to cut private utili- 
ties into TVA’s domain, a crip- 
pling maneuver by which TVA 
eventually could be strangled.

The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion signed the contract and 
Republicans on the Joint Atomic 
Energy Committee of Congress 
pushed through its approval 
there by a strict party vote. The 
next step is a hearing before 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission here on its finan- 
cial aspects, beginning Dec. 7. 

As to Hell’s Canyon, John C. 
Mason, counsel of the Federal 
Power Commission, recently 
recommended after exhaustive 
hearings lasting a year that the 
FPC license the Idaho Power 
Co. to do the Hell’s Canyon job. 

This recommendation follows 
Administration policy as indi- 
cated early in the Administra- 
tion when Secretary of Interior 
McKay withdrew a_ protest 
against the Idaho Power Co.’s 
proposal that had been sub- 
mitted to the FPC by Secretary 
of Interior Chapman of the 
previous Truman Administra- 
tion. Mr. Chapman favored 
Government development. 


Citizen Groups Aroused. 


Mr. Mason’s opinion is not 
necessarily conclusive. Still due 
is the recommendation of FPC 
Examiner William J. Costello, 
who conducted the extended 
hearings, which will go to the 
five-member commission for a 
final decision. Such a decision 
could be set aside by an act of 
Congress later.

BROOKS HOUSE DEDICATED 
AT PRINCIPIA COLLEGE 


Brooks House, a men’s dormi-. 
tory at Principia College, was of- 
ficially named and dedicated in 
a ceremony yesterday on the col- 
lege campus at Elsah, Wl. The 
structure, formerly Building 27, 
was named in memory of Pris- 
cilla Wadsworth Brooks, daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Percival 
Brooks of San Marino, Calif. 

A gift of $175,000 from Mr. 
and Mrs. Brooks paid for the 
building, including surrounding 
walks and landscaping. Brooks 
House consists of two wings 
joined in the center by a living 


room, housing 64 students. It 
is fireproof with reinforced con- 
crete floors. 

The first wing, erected in 
1937, has an apartment for the 
dean of men in addition to dor- 
mitory rooms and the second 
wing, added in 1939, includes 
the faculty lounge. The two 
wings enclose a brick courtyard 
in an ornamental design. Brooks, 
a trustee of The Principia 
since 1942, and his wife are pro- 
viding funds for a library, now 
under construction, in memory 
of their son, Marshall, who was

Eugene Carson Blake, a Presby- 
terian, was named today as pres- 
ident of America’s largest re- 
ligious organization, the WNa- 
tional Council of Churches. He 
was elected unanimously by a 
standing vote.

Dr. Blake, 48 years old, of 
Philadelphia, is the top adminis- 
trative officer of the Presby- 
terian church in the U.S.A. 
(northern). He is considered one 
of the denomination’s keenest 
theologians and ablest diplomats. 

“Christians have now reached 
the place,” he said in an inter- 
view, “where they can differ 
deeply about issues without di- 
viding, but rather learning from 
each other in the process and 
arriving at a consensus that car- 
ries them forward.” 

With 2,500,000 members, Dr. 
Blake’s church is one of the na- 
tion’s larger Protestant bodies. 
The outgoing president is Bishop 
William C. Martin, of Dallas, a 
leader of the 9,000,000-member 
Methodist church. 

The National Council embraces 
30 Protestant and Orthodox de- 
nominations with 35,500,000 
members. 

The council’s job, as Dr. Blake 
sees it, is to lead the way toward 
creation of a “Christian com- 
munity”’—a great alliance uni- 
fied in common faith in Jesus 
Christ, but which also includes 
differences of varying Christian 
traditions 

“The tent should be spread as 
broad as possible,” he said. 

“There has been a tremendous 
advance in the mood and desire 
of the churches to work togeth- 
er—not just to do what they 
must together—but to do as 
much as they can together. 

It is the key to the ultimate 
purpose of the churches — not 
make people sectarian, but to 
try to make them Christian.” 

Although he has been a major 
eader in the co-operative church 
movement for the last decade, 
Dr. Blake does not believe in 
toning down denominational val- 
ues—the distinctive qualities 
which he said “give a church 
meaning.” 

It is out of these divergent 
values, he said, that the council 
can forge the best in Christian-

“We ought to expect clashes 
in the National Council,” he said. 
‘We can come nearer to the 
truth’ through differences than 
by sterile uniformity.”

If you are serving the cake 
at a party, remember that you 
will please your guests and that 
you will have a more attractive 
service if you offer a choice of 
light or dark slices and fruit 
cup cakes. 


A round cake may. be cen- 
tered on a round tray, with 
slices, wedges and cup cakes 
radiating from it. An oblong 
cake would be effective placed 
at one end of an oblong tray, 
with long lines of light and 
dark slices arranged alternate-' 
ly.

SEOUL, Dec. 2 (AP)—Presi- 
dent Syngman Rhee has appar- 
ently weathered another politi- 
cal storm unscathed. 

Theer appears nothing a 61- 
member minority bloc in the 
National Assembly can do to 
overturn the accomplished fact 
that Rhee is now authorized to 
seek as many terms as he desires. 
The ddisenters have been meet- 
ing separately and laying plans 
for three days. But when they 
return to the assembly floor, 
probably Saturday, ‘it is doubtful 
if they can do more than make 
speeches. 

They have talked of asking 


the Supreme Court to rule on 


the constitutionality of the un- 
limited term bill,, but there is 


no precedent for such a review. 
There has been talk of :mpeach- 
ment of Lee Ki Poong, chair- 
man of Rhee's dominant liberal 
party, but they have only 61 
votes to the liberals’ 137. The 
measure already has been signed 
into law. * 


Constitutional change bills re- 
quire a two-thirds vote of the 
203-seat assembly, or 13534 
votes. The bill received 135 
votes. The chairman ruled it 
had lost. But the next day, Gov- 
ernment spokesman Dr. Karl 
Hong Ki said fractions should 
be ignored. He said the bill had 
passed. 

Monday the pro-Rhee liberals 
echoed this stand. All but one 
oppisition member walked out. 
Those remaining in the assem- 
bly passed a motion declaring 
the bill had legally passed on 
Saturday, and changing the rec- 
ord to conform. 


Today the assembly accepted 
the resignation of one _ vice 
chairman, Chi Soon Oo, and 
voted non-confidence in another, 
Kwak Sang Hoon, in actions 
stemming from the dispute over 
the constitutional amendment.

Dorothy Poore and 
Stuffing Body in 
Dresser Drawer. 


— Victor H. Lively was convicted 
and sentenced to life imprisgn- 
ment today for strangling 18- 
year-old Dorothy Poore in a 
sexual attack and stuffing her 
partly-clad body into a hotel 
room dresser drawer. 

The jury of 11 men and one 
woman brought in a verdict of 
first-degree murder at 1:35 a.m., 
nine hours and four minutes 
after starting deliberation. The 
verdict said Lively committed 
the murder while attempting to 
perpetrate a rape. 

Lively, a 25-year-old Beau- 
mont (Tex.) salesman, was trem- 
bling when he was brought into 
the packed courtroom to hear 
Judge Saul I. Rabb sentence 
him to life in the Indiana peni- 
tentiary. 

Electric Chair Demanded. 

Chief Prosecutor John Daily 
had demanded the electric chair 
for Lively “‘so he doesn’t do the 
same thing to any other naive 
little country girl.” 

Lively was accused of luring 
Miss Poore to his room in the 
Claypool Hotel last July by some 
“foul scheme” and strangling 
her when she spurned his ad- 
vances. 

Three days later Miss Poore’s 
body was found stuffed in 
a dresser drawer of Lively’s 
room. 

Lively, who had registered at 
the hotel as “Jack O’Shea,” was 
captured a few days later hitch- 
hiking in St. Louis county, Mis- 
souri. He confessed the murder 
seven times, but denied all the 
admissions on the witness stand. 

Lively contended Miss Poore 
had come to his room volun- 
tarily, drank with him, and even 
helped unbutton his shirt. 

The state insisted that Miss 
Poore, a recent Clinton (Ind.) 
high school graduate, was a vir- 
tuous girl who would never have 
submitted voluntarily to Lively. 


Sought Secretary’s Job. 


Miss Poore had come to In- 
dianapolis a few days before her 
death to seek a job as a secre- 
tary. Lively said he met her in 
a cafe near his hotel and took 
her to be a prostitute. 

She was brought to his room 
by a woman known as “Ruth,” 
he said. He later identified 
Ruth as Mrs. Grace Lawson, a 
26-year-old burlesque dancer. 
Mrs. Lawson denied any knowl- 
edge of the case. 

Lively said he could not re- 
member strangling the girl, ‘al- 
though he admitted he “could 
have.” He also maintained he 
had no recollection of hiding 
her body or of stuffing her 
clothes up a pipe, although he 
conceded no one else could 
have done it. 

Lively insisted police ob- 
tained the confessions through 
threats and other means. How- 
ever, all but one of the confes- 
sions were admitted as evidence. 

His attorney would not say 
whether he planned an appeal.

The duration is less than 
that in more than 50 per cent 
of the states now and Mitchell's 
letters disclosed that during the 
first nine months of this year, 
more than 1,300,000 workers col- 
lected all the jobless money they 
had coming and still were with- 
out new jobs. 

Mitchell wrote that benefits 
should be such that every un- 
employed worker would get the 


equivalent of half his gross 
earnings (before taxes and other 


deductions) while previously em-' 


ployed. 

He also called for similar guar- 
antees of 4,500,000 state and lo- 
cal employes, now generally ex- 
empted from the unemployment 
compensation system, Congress 
recently gave unemployment 
protection to Federal employes. 


The jobless pay system, as 
originally established, contem- 
plated a 3 per cent payroll tax 
on employers. Experience rat- 
ing provisions in state laws, giv- 
ing discounts to the steadier em- 
ployers, have resulted in an ac- 
tual tax on the whole of less 
than 2 per cent. Most states 
have substantial unempoyment 
insurance reserves, but increas 
ing benefits and duration inevi- 
tably would mean employers 
would have to raise their con- 
tributions.

Mr. Eisenhower said he did 
not mean to minimize other mu- 
tual problems such as educa- 
tion, juvenile delinquency, 
health, and child welfare. But, 
he said he thought they should 
approach all their common 
problems in a spirit of co-opera- 
tion, not coercion. Mr. Eisen- 
hower said the city officials 
typify one concept of govern- 
ment he always has fervently 
admired—decentralization.

He said he was strongly in 
favor of local government and 


local responsibility but there 
are areas in which federal-local 
co-operation is essential. 

Chidlaw gave the mayors and 
city officials a graphic picture 
of what could be expected from 
an aerial atomic attack.

Continental Air Defense Com- 
mand, said such an aerial on- 
slaught could mean “100 pin- 
pointed minutes of atomic hell 
on earth” to the 100 biggest 
cities represented at the con- 
ference. 

“Those who know the masters 
of the Kremlin for the realists 
they are know they would never 
make the mistake now of engag- 
ing our allies first and leaving 
us alone to come in when 
ready,” he said. “Instead in my 
humble opinion we stand the 
most likely chance of being hit 
‘all-out in a mighty aerial blow 
as their first act of aggression.” 


173 Mayors Present. 


Chidlaw’s audience included 
173 mayors of cities of more 
than. 75,000 population and city 
mianagers of 60 others of sim- 
ilar size. They were here for 
briefings on security. problems 
such as continental and civil de- 
fense. 

Chidlaw called on the mayors 
for greater support of civil de- 
fense measures, better under- 
standing of the jet plane noise 
problem and the need for bases 
near cities, and help in mus- 
tering 1,000,000 persons for the 
ground observer corps which 
now has 400,000. 

He said “many communities, 
while demanding protection 
from air attack, want to be de- 
fended from somewhere else.” 
He said “they want protection, 
yes, but they want it without 
paying the price of the noise 
nuisance of our jets or the nec- 
essary presence of the military 
in their midst.” 

He deplored cold reception or 
rejection of efforts to use mu- 
nicipal airports for jet squad- 
rons and city properties for Nike 
guided missile sites. He said 
“if you want security you must 
be prepared for some inconven- 
ience.” In short, he added, “to 
give you better protection we are 
apt to become a worse nuisance” 
in the matter of noise from im- 
proved jet planes.

nothing to fear from the radio- 
activity of a kind of hydrogen 
used in H-bombs.

Labor and Industry Leaders 
Meet With ODM Chief 
About Forming Reserve. 


—_- 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2 (AP)— 
Thirty-three industry and labor 
leaders conferred with mobiliza- | 
tion officials yesterday prelimi- 
nary to the forming of a volun- 
tary “executive reserve” of men 
who could be called to Govern- 
ment service in wartime. 

Mobilization Director Arthur 
S. Flemming told the group, 
mostly corporation executives 
with wartime experience here, 
that each “reservist” will be at- 
tached to the Office of Defense 
Mobilization as an unpaid con- 
sultant. 

In event of full mobilization, 
each will be prepared to step 
into an executive post in a speci- 
fied phase of emergency activ- 
ity, such as price control, wage 
stabilization, rationing or alloca- 
tions. 

“The existence of a body of 
trained men and women on. 
which we can draw to man the 
key jobs will mean the saving of 
60, 90 or even 180 days in time 
,of crisis,” Flemming told the 
| Sroup. 

When the ODM civilian re- 
serve is on a firm footing, he 
‘said, President Eisenhower will 
ask Congress to give it legal 

status; then the President could 
| establish a similar reserve for 
all other federal agencies which 
would have urgent wartime as- 
signments. 

Flemming said the peacetime 
reservists would be called to 
Washington for brief periods 
each year for refresher courses 
in Government operations and 
mobilization policy. They will 
‘be supplied by mail with copies 
of ODM orders and reports. 

Between 200 and 300 men are 
expected to be enrolled in the 
ODM reserve, each pledged to 
drop his private interests and 
give full time to the Government 
if war breaks out.

Somber and Mystic _ 
é OT serve OF THE CAT,” at the FOX THEATER is a 


somber, brooding psychological drama in a lonely 
wintry setting in a ranch in a Northern California 
mountain valley. Although the story, from Walter Van Til- 
burg Clark’s novel, moves with the slow, 
deliberate tread of a death-march, it is 
highly interesting for two things—the ex- 
amination of the malignant effect of the 
forces of evil and the creation of power- 
ful mood through the use of color. 
Superficially, this could be just another 
action Western (and I am afraid some of 
the Fox's regular clientele are going to be mighty disap- 
pointed that it is not). A mountain lion is attacking the 
ranch’s cattle. The two oldest sons, Arthur and Curt, go 
out to track down the beast. But it becomes more than a 
hunt. Joe Sam, ancient Indian who is handyman about the 
place, describes the quarry as a huge black panther which 
once long ago killed his wife and daughters, and which he 
believes to be a sort of god of evil, to be fought only 
with charms. The oldest brother, Arthur, is killed by the 
tricky beast. Curt sends the body back over a horse and 
sets out in grim pursuit, pitting himself against the animal. 


Arthur’s death and Curt’s continued absence as a heavy 
snow storm lashes the mountains, unleash the forces of 
evil which had been hovering over the family. The arro- 
gant, sardonic Curt had ruled the ranch. With the death 
of the tolerant, calm Arthur, the only force opposing Curt 
is destroyed. The timid younger brother, victim of Curt’s 
domination, his fiance, impatient with his diffidence, the 
drunken, lecherous old father, the dessicated, embittered 
old maid sister, the mean, selfish and fanatically religious 
mother with “her stingy purse of a mouth,” throw off the 
conventional wraps that have covered the seething hatred 
in the household, and go at it hammer and tongs with the 
dark intensity of an O’Neill drama. Curt, lost in the snow- 
storm, starving, and feeling himself pursued by the cat, 
goes into panic and falls over a cliff. The youngest son 
and the old Indian find his body. The remaining son kills 
the mountain lion, and by that action symbolically becomes 
a man, able from now on to assert himself. 


Director William Wellman has .shown this beautifully 
in CinemaScope, using deep somber hues for mood as di- 
rectors have done with light and shading in black-and-white 
films. Wellman uses black, or shades so dark they look 
almost black, and white almost exclusively to get his 
effects. There are only two bright bits of color in the 
picture. The leaden skies, stark white snow, the greenish 
black trees on the mountain slopes amidst the swirling flur- 
ries, give an eerie feeling of impending disaster. It is a 
highly effective stunt. 


\ My one objection about this unusual film is that the 
mystic import of the theme is left obscure at the ending. 
The old Indian looks at the slain cat (which the audience 
hears, but never sees) and says it is not the black panther. 
There might be several interpretations of this—that the 
force of evil is unslain and still at large, or perhaps that the 
power of evil never existed and direct courageous action 
can dissipate.its shadow. 


The actors, Robert Mitchum, Teresa Wright, Beulah 
Bondi, Tab Hunter, Diana Lynn, Philip Tonge, William 
Hopper and Carl Switzer are all quite satisfactory. But 
this is overwhelmingly a director’s picture. 


Cast Out into the Snowstorm 


“THE LAST TIME I SAW PARIS,” at LOEW’S STATE 
has nothing particularly to do with the book by Elliot Paul 
or the ballad. The title has been appropriated for the 
picturization of a short story by F. Scott Fitzgerald, “Baby- 


lon Revisited,” which told about an Ameri- 
can father returning to Paris to claim cus- 
tody of his daughter, and ironically con- 
trasted the gay, carousing "20s and the 
sterner, more respectable ’30s. This has 
been changed in time to after World War 
II, expanded and given the lush treatment 
with a full-scale view of wealthier or more 
pretentious American expatriates at play amidst the inter- 
national set, dampened with a soggy ending, and used as 
a box-office vehicle for Elizabeth Taylor, Van Johnson and 
Walter Pidgeon. 


In the first place, as to the time change, it was not 
fashionable after World War II to go to hell on a 
carefree merry-go-round as it was after World War I, with 
its social fiction of a “lost generation.” There was not, in 
the second war, the original illusion, so disillusion didn’t 
follow. The general outlook, and I don’t see why it should 
have been much different in Paris, was wary, mundane 
and responsible. So this is not a picture of an era, but of 
a couple of individuals, Van and Elizabeth. They marry, 
then tread a gay path of parties and marital indiscretions. 
Van drinks too much because he is a failure as a novelist 
and gets to living off his father-in-law’s sudden oil riches. 


All this could have happened anywhere, with variations, 
and it doesn’t have any particular dramatic impact here, 
though it is handsomely presented. You are sure the carry- 
ings-on of Van and Elizabeth will come to no good end, 
but I for one was scarcely prepared for the rather absurd 
climax, which fulfills all the dark forebodings of a temper- 
ance lecture—Van passes out in his home one night, leavy- 


ing Liz locked outside in a bitter snowstorm, so she gets. 


pneumonia and dies. Liz is such a beautiful creature she is 
a joy to behold, even when playing in a sort of swank 
“East Lynne.”

& Praise-Winning Fruit Cake Recipe [FROM NINE TO FIVE —-BY 


Try It and You'll Have a Finished Product That Is Deserving of Applause

FEW years ago I made so 

bold as to offer a fruit cake 

recipe in this column, I did 
it because I felt it was high time 
we men were emancipated from 
Aunt Agatha’s fruit cakes, which 
are nearly always too dry and 
crumbly, or too soft and squishy. 
But Aunt Agatha has been pro- 
viding the family with this holli- 
day delicacy for. years, and all 
hands are expected to: fall to 
with exclamations of delight, no 
matter what they think of her 
fruit cake. 


Well, the recipe turned out to. 


be a boon not only to men but to 
a lot of women who had, appar- 
ently, been suspecting for many 
years that there must be some- 
thing better in the fruit cake 
field than what they’d been get- 
ting at the hands of Aunt 
Agatha. 

Women being what they are, 
each year about this time I start 
getting letters from women 
wanting to know if I still have 
that fruit cake recipe I printed 
several years ago, because they 
seem to have mislaid theirs, and 
they want to make it again. All 
right. Here we go for the last 
time, and we'd appreciate it, 
girls, if you'd take some iron 
glue and stick this in the fly- 
leaf of your cook book, 


* * * 

O begin with, fruit cake 
T should improve with age. If 

it doesn't, it probably lacks 
fruit. The fruit should weigh 
one and a half times as much 
as all the rest of the ingredi- 
ents. Otherwise you're going to 
have one of those cakes like they 
raffle off on punchboards. 

Raisins and currants should be 
plumped in syrup before going 
into the cake. Otherwise they 
will be bitter. 

All fruit should be placed in 
a medium sugar syrup and al- 
lowed to stand for a day at least 
before being drained and added 
to the cake. 

The baking pans should be 
lined with plain white paper to 
protect the fruit on the bottom 
and sides. You know what those 
raisins taste like when they burn. 

Fill the cake pans almost to 
the top and then put them in a 
shallow pan with a small amount 
of water to provide a little

steam. Bake in a very slow oven. 

Now to proceed. Boil a half 
cup of sugar with a cup of water. 
Add a tablespoon of corn syrup 
and let it simmer. Put three- 
fourths of.a cup of seedless rai- 
sins and two and a half cups of 
white raisins in a collander and 
place over a pan of boiling water 
for 10 minutes. Then put the 
raisins in a bowl and pour the 
syrup over them. Let them stand 
for two hours, stirring now and 
then. 

Then add the other fruit, as 
follows: One-half cup of pitted 
and chopped dates, one cup of 
citron cut in strips or cubes, how- 
ever you like It, a half cup of 


candied pineapple, two table- 
spoons of candied orange peel, 
two tablespoons of candied cher- 
ries, a half cup of blanched 
broken almonds and two table- 
spoons of candied lemon peel. 
Let all this stand in the syrup 
for at least a day, preferably a 
day and a half. 

Then sift three cups of all- 
purpose flour and re-sift it with 
a tablespoon of baking soda, a 
teaspoon of cinnamon, a fourth 
of a teaspoon of cloves, three 
fourths of a teaspoon of salt, a 
fourth teaspoon of grated nut- 
mtg and a half teaspoon of 
allspice. 

Now cream half a pound of 


butter with a trifle more than 
half a cup of brown sugar, and 
three eggs. Beat it well, and 
then stir in half a cup of light 
molasses and half a cup of cur- 
rant or apple jelly. Beat it some 
more. Then stir in the flour a 
little at a time and moisten it 
with fourths of a cup of 
buttermilk as you go along. 
Now, pour all the excess gs 

off the fruit: and add the fruit 
to the batter a little at a time; 
stirring hard. Then bake it in a 
250-degree oven for two and a 
half hours.

OT many. people know how 
to make traditional Christ- 
mas pud any more, but 
in case you'd like to try it, here 
is an old recipe for a delicious 
dessert. 


Mix a pound of beef suet and 
a pound of bread crumbs in a 
large bowl, then add a pound 
of white raisins and 


pound of currants, a pound of 
brown sugar (the dark variety), 
a pound of mixed candied 
orange and lemon peel, a fourth 
of a pound of blanched almonds, 
a teaspoon of allspice, a tea- 
spoon: of grated nutmeg, and 
the grated rind of one orange 
and one lemon. 

Into that mixture goes six 
beaten eggs and a half pint of 
ale. Then pour in eno com- 
bined rum and bran 
the mixture moist but thick. 
Pack it well in a ased pan, 
cover it tightly and boil it for 
four hours. On the day you 
serve it, steam it' for another 
four hours, : 

A pudding like this naturally 
calls for hard sauce, made thusly: 

Cre half a cup of butter 
and add a cup of granulated or 
brown sugar, gradually, while 
beating it with a spoon. Add a 
pinch of salt and three table- 
spoons of rum or brandy. 


Or. sweeten a cup and a half 
of milk with a fourth cup, of 
sugar. Add two beaten eggs 
and a pinch of salt and cook in 
the upper part of the double 
boiler until the custard coats 
the spoon, stirring all the time. 
Remove it immediately and stir 
in three tablespoons of brandy 
or rum and a pinch of nutmeg.

She's Carving Out Quite a Career 


St. Louis-Born Elisabeth Gordon Switched From Music to Art, Winning Accl

NEW YORK, Dec. 2. 

HEN the heroic-size bronze 
W bust of the late James V. 

Forrestal, executed by St. 
Louis-born Elisabeth Gordon, is 
unveiled at the launching of the 
new carrier, U.S.S. Forrestal, 
this month, the occasion will 
mark for the first time in Navy 
history the installation aboard 
a naval vessel of a work by a 
woman sculptor. 

A gift to the Department of 
the Navy by the National Se- 
curity Industrial Association, an 
organization founded by Forres- 
tal in 1944, the one-fifth-ever- 
life-size bust of the First Secre- 
tary of Defense was done by 
Miss Gordon entirely from pho- 
tographs. The work was con- 
sidered such a remarkable like- 
ness of Forrestal that Miss Gor- 
don was promptly commissioned 
by the NSIA to design and exe- 
cute the Forrestal Memorial 
Medal to be presented each year 
o some individual considered 

have “rendered signal serv- 
ice to national security.” 

When the first Forrestal med- 
al was presented to President 
Eisenhower at a dinner given 
by the NSIA on Oct. 25, Miss 
Gordon also became the first 
woman sculptor to have her work 
in a medal presented to a Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

Although her career has cov- 
ered only some 10 years, Elisa- 
beth Gordon has achieved re- 
markable recognition. Wheeler 
Williams, three-time president 
of the National Sculpture Socie- 
ty, has called her “one of the 
finest portrait sculptors in the 
United States today.” 

In her New York studio on 
the third floor of the National 
Arts Club, the dainty attractive 
Miss Gordon, who admits to be- 
ing 41 but looks to be in the 
trailing twenties, explained how 
she switched careers in mid- 


stream and turned from music : 


to sculpture: 

“I had been playing the harp 
since I was 8 years old,” she 
said. “And while I loved the 
harp, and still do, I despised 
public appearances. The agony 
I went through whenever I had 
to appear before an audience 
finally convinced me that I was 
not emotionally cut out to be 
a concert harpist and I just gave 
it up.” 

* * * ‘ 

ORN in St. Louis in 1913, the 

daughter of Henry B. Gar- 

don, member of an old St. 
Louis family and one-time vice 
president of Shapleigh Hardware 
Co.,. Elisabeth was educated in 
New York City after *er family 
had taken up residence here. She 
studied harp with Mildred Dil- 
ling and, in France, with Hen- 
riette Renie; made her harp 
debut at the St. Pancras Theater 
in London at the age of 11; and 
later played in the United States 
in the Dilling Ensemble, the 
first harp ensemble ever heard 
at Radio City Music Hall and 
the first ever seen on television 
—a production during the first 
year of commercial TV. 


Elisabeth remembers that | 


while studying with Mildred Dil- 
ling, a former pupil named Har- 
po Marx would occasionally visit 
the studios. — 

“He really is a very good. 
harpist although that fact is not 


. always recognized,” she laughed. 


“He taught us many tricks of the 
trade, including, among other 
things, how to park chewing 
gum on the underside of a harp 
stool.” 

Elisabeth became interested in 
sculpture about 1936. Her first 
piece was a tiny statue in clay 
of her mongrel pet puppy. At 
first she pursued sculpture only 
as a hobby, asking guidance oc- 
casionally from a sculptor friend. 
But by 1939 she had become so 
engrossed. in her new interest 
that she started a course of in- 
tensive study under various 
teachers, including the well- 
known sculptor Edmondo Quat- 


trocchi. 

“I was thinking the other day 
about why I had to pick the harp 
and sculpture, things hard to 
carry around,” Elisabeth 


laughed. “Life would have been, 


simpler if I had taken up paint- 
ing and the piccolo.” 

After two yeare of concentrat- 
ed study, Elisabeth received her 
first commission. Asked by 
Bundles for Britain to create 
the “Barkers for Britain” medal, 
she had the satisfaction of see- 
ing her medal widely sold with 
a handsome profit for British 
War Relief. The first medal was 
presented formally to Fala, 
President Roosevelt’s Scotty, 
who: was honorary president of 
Barkers for Britain. 

In 1942, she was appointed as- 
sistant sculptor to Walter Rus- 
sell and assigned to work on 
“Four Freedoms,” a work re- 
quested by President Roosevelt. 
The following year she began

It is fair to point out tha 
North might well have bid tive 
spades instead of tamely accept- 
ing the five-heart contract, but 
(as. he remarked later) he felt 
that as the responder to Black- 
wood, he had no right to go fur- 
ther. This is a mistaken con- 
ception of Blackwood, but since 
it does exist generally, the real- 
istic fact is that Séuth was re- 
sponsible for missing the slam. 
His four no-trump call was con- 
siderably short of ideal in this 
case with any partner, expert or 
otherwise. The better idea was 
to give a jump raise in hearts, 
notifying partner that he could 
count on the solidity of his own 
suit, and with this knowledge it 
is safe to assume that North 
would have bid four spades as a 
slam try. (Certainly, his holding 
would warrant that effort.) Now 
South could well afford to cue- 
bid his diamond ace, and North 
could in turn bid six spades— 
not six hearts—with reasonable 
assurance of success. 


Note that in this instance, as 
in almost all similar cases, the 
suit divided 4-4 in the partner- 
ship hands should be named 
trumps, so that the longer suit
